Outcome of British Labor Troubles. 
interesting figures concerning the 
labor troubles in Scotland and Eng 
land during the month of August were 
published a few’ days ago.

changes in rates of wages affected 
228,600 work people, who received a 
net increase of nearly 
£9,400 
per 
w’eek (equal to £488,800 per year). 
The numbers of workmen in the vari­ 
ous trades Involved in the strike are 
given in the report. 
They Include* 
140.000 railway workers. 78,000 dock 
laborers, carmen, and other transport 
workers In London; 35,000 dock work­ 
ers, seamen, etc.. at Liverpool and Bir­ 
kenhead, 3,000 carters at Manchester 
2,500 tramwaymen at Glasgow, 1.000 
tram way men at Leeds.

test early in September, when one of 
the starters selected the wrong line of 
trackage and was led a hundred or 
more miles out of the direct line he 
had laid out for himself.

to Illuminate the way with Its head 
light, was developed

P. Rodgers, when he essayed to com­ 
plete a day’s journey at Hammond, 
Ind., Oct. 5. 
Rodgers found himself 
still some distance from his destina­ 
tion when darkness enveloped

The headlight of the locomotive on 
the special train which carried the air­ 
man’s supplies 
so lighted

The idea of handling brick by ma­ 
chinery originated in
